Claims 1-41 are currently pending. 

Restriction Requirement

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to solution of TRADD protein. 

II. Claims 9-13, drawn to active site of C-TRAF2 binding protein. 

III. Claims 14-19 drawn to an agent binding to product of Group II. 

IV. Claims 20-25, drawn to method of identifying agent that binds to 
TRADD. 

V. Claim 26, drawn to an agent identified by method of Group IV. 

VI. Claims 27-29, drawn to method of identifying agent that inhibits binding 
to TRAF2. 

VII. Claims 30-39, drawn to method of identifying agent that inhibits N- 
TRADD. 

VIII. Claims 40-41, drawn to agents identified by method of Group IV. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 
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Where inventions are related as disclosed but are distinct as claimed, restriction may be proper.

The inventions of Groups l-lll, V, VIII are patentably distinct from each other 
because of the materially different structures of the compounds they are claiming; 
each product would be expected to possess distinctly different structure, and/or 
physico-chemical properties, and/or capable of separate manufacture and/or use. 

Inventions IV, VI,VII are related as independent methods which have different 
modes of operation, different functions, and different effects. 

Inventions II and IV,VII are related as product and processes of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with 
another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product {MPEP § 806.05(h)).
